Tue chief subject of discussion in the literary 
world, just now, is the canvass for the vacant seats 
in the French Academy. The candidates are M. 
Jules Favre, M. Jules Simon, Father Gratry, M. 
Philarete Chasles, M. Ed. Laboulaye, and perhaps 
M. Théophile Gautier. The discussion loses some- 
thing of its interest from the knowledge that before 
a very long period of time there will be vacancies 
enough in the Academy to gratify all ambitions. 
M. Villemain’s health is deplorable, M. de Ponger- 
ville is barely alive, M. de Segur is past 90, the 
Duke de Broglie and M. Viennet are above 80. Ie 
seems to be the general impression that M. Jules 
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Beuve’s protest has been commented on a good 
deal. 

I have two pen-and-ink portraits of authors which

M. Theodore Barriére, the dramatic author. “ Theo- 
dore Barriére is, above all,a man fond of struggles, 
Don’t understand me to say he is disdainful of dis- 
cipline, far otherwise.

I think I mentioned, in a recent letter, this firm in- |

The 
Guide is written by our most eminent writers; M. 
Victor Hugo has writen the preface, Mme. George 
Sand contributes a chapter entitled the Landscapes 
of Paris, MM. Alex. Dumas, Sardou, Paul Feval, 
Jules Janin, Théophile Gautier—in fine, all of our 
literary men—sign a chapter. M. Sainte-Beuve’s 
contribution is a chapter on the French Academy, 
in the course of which he makes these remarks on 
academical elections. After mentioning how M. 
Littré was about to be elected when the influ- 
ence of Bishop Dupanlou, of Orleans, defeated him, 
M. Sainte-Beuve, says: ‘“‘Ah! we have retrograded 
indeed ; we have retreated from our fathers’ firm- 
ness, and by this single example we may measure 
the distance of our retreat. This is a mournful 
page in the Annals of the French Academy which 
cannot be effaced or annulled, and which there is 
but one way totear. Let the day come (and may 
I live to see it) on which an almost unanimous 
vote of the Academy shall spontaneously elect M. 
Littré without canvass by him; then alone the in- 
sult the Academy gave itself by ostracizing a sage, 
and by depriving itself of a man of whom it had 
the greatest need for its domestic labors, would be 
repaired and avenged. I reckon little upon this. 
Politics, toward which the Academy has seemed to 
incline too much, is really only one of the provinces 
on which it should turn its attention, but solely 
to introduce into itself that which is eminent in 
talents or in eloquence. The highest impartiality 
under these circumstances would be the purest 
taste, and I cannot see what the most exclusive 
literary man could find to say if the same company 
united to it M. Berryer and M. Jules Favre as 
orators. The question of the Church is too deli- 
cate. The more reserved the Academy is on this 
subject, the wiser it will be. One day, in a discus- 
sion upon some book in which Luther was damned to 
the eternal fire, and which we were asked to crown 
with one of our prizes, I could not help saying to an 
orthodox Christian, of whom I have the honor to 
be a brother academician, and who was astonished 
by my protestation: ‘It is quite enough for the 
Academy to be of Horace’s religion.’” As M. 
Sainte Beuve’s influence in the Academy is con- 
stantly increasing, and the majority of the new 
members are disposed to listen to his suggestions,

The other portrait is of M. Mistral, the Provengal 
poet, whose last work, “ Calendau,” has just been 
published with the langue d’oil on one, and langue 
d’oc on the other page, that persons unfamiliar with 
the Provencal may read the poem in more familiar 
French. He has come up to Paris to see his book 
through the press: “ Look at that young man; he 
is stilla young man. His large head rests placidly 
on broad shoulders, his brown hair is cut short, his 
eyes are brilliant and clear; he has a fresh com- 
plexion, a thin moustache and barbiche, between 
the moustache and barbiche a good-natured but 
firm mouth on which his friends see a smile from 
the heart, which is not one of the common-place 
smiles one sees every day. He has the red ribbon 
of the Legion of Honor in his button-hole, which 
gives him a sort of half-military look.” 

The space I was obliged to give to M. Victor 
Cousin in my last letter made me omit all mention 
of the career of M. Noel des Vergers, who died at 
Nice not many days before the former. Joseph 
Adolphe Noel des Vergers was born in Paris, in 
1805. He early showed a taste for the languages 
of the East, studied them, and while quite a young

afterwards became a member of the Council of the 
Asiatic Society, and Secretary of the Geographical 
Society. In 1837 he published Aboulfeda’s “ Life 
of Mahomet,” with the text opposite the translation, 
and with historical notes. In 1841 he gave to the 
world “ L’Histoire de l’Afrique sous la Dynastie des 
Aghlabites et de la Sicile sous la Domination Musul- 
man.’’ In 1847 he brought out a “Histoire de 
l’Arabie.” About 1847 he purchased an estate 
near Rimini and took up his residence there. The 
relations of neighborhood introduced him to the 
acquaintance of Borghesi, the eminent epigraphist, 
whose home was, as you know, at San Marino.

Osrtvary.—Mr. Charles F. Browne, generally 
known by his nom de plume ‘‘ Artemus Ward,”’ died 
at Southampton,in the South of England,on the 6th 
of March, aged 33. He was a native of Maine, and 
started into active life as compositor on a country 
newspaper, in which calling he soon became expert. 
At the age of fifteen his writings for newspapers 
commenced, but, as might be anticipated, were of 
small account. Going to the West, he became a 
reporter on a daily paper there, and in the “ Cleve- 
land Plaindealer” commenced the eccentric sketches 
by “Artemus Ward, Showman.” Although very

an age of modern faith and unbelief. The Gnostic 
fancy to which we refer was, that the Jewish 
Scriptures were inspired by an inferior, and, to 
some extent, incapable God—the dimiurgos, as the 
Gnostics called him—who was the instrument, in- 
deed, of creating the earth, and of governing it 
when created, but whose power was altogether 
limited by the matter with which he had to strug- 
gle in the task.

This 
proved a source of great profit to bim, and, after a 
very successful tour throughout the principal cities 
and towns in the Union, he went to London, where 
his book had been republished and his name and 
particular talent as a humorist already known. He 
arrived there in last June, but his consumptive 
tendency had already developed itself. He was 
admitted into the charmed circle of contributors to 
“Punch,” but his articles lacked the spirit and 
humor of his previous writings. Next, he gave his 
Mormon lecture in London, and literally “ took the 
city by storm,” so well adapted was his manner to 
his matter. Three months at this, however, was 
too much for him, and he had to retire from the 
platform. He went to Jersey for a short time, but 
not getting better, returned to Southampton, a port 
from which he expected to sail for New York. He 
was too far gone to attempt this, and was made 
aware, by the middle of February, that his recovery 
was hopeless. His English friends did not neglect 
him in his last days, and his funeral, which was 
almost a public one, was attended by many, not of 
his own country, who sincerely mourned his loss.

The effort of the author has been, not 
to indulge in abstract disquisition, but to furnish 
to the teacher a suggestive and practical guide in 
unfolding the logic of mathematics, the science of 
numbers, and their applications in geometry and 
algebra.

Joubert was a native of France, born in 1754, in 

'a small town of Perigord. He devoted himself to 

letters, and died in 1824. He published no book, 
but jotted down with his pencil the best issues of 
| his meditations as they arose, and out of this chaos 
of notes was shaped, many years after his death, 

a full volume of “Thoughts,” from which the 

present selection has been made, scarcely amount- 

ing to one-half of the original. Mr. Calvert ranks 

Joubert with Pascal and La Bruyére. The trans- 

lator has occasionally added brief but scholarly 

foot-notes. 

The Solitudes of Nature and of Man; or, The Lone- 
liness of Human Life. By William Rounseville 
Alger. pp. xii., 412. Boston: Roberts Brothers. 
Mr. Alger first discusses the solitudes of nature 

|as those of the desert, the prairie, the ocean, the 

|pole, the forest, the mountain, the river. The 
second part of his division treats of the solitudes 
| of individuality, grief, love, occupation, selfishness, 
genius, and death. The dangers and the uses of 
solitude are the subject of the third part, while in 
the fourth we have a series of sketches of lonely 
| characters, beginning with Buddha and Confucius 
}and ending with Comte and Jesus. Whether all 
| will regard the characterization of Jesus as suffi- 
| ciently exhaustive may be doubted. It is admitted 
|that He has probably contributed more than any 
| other person to aggrandize the idea of man in the 
|human race, but the gospel narratives of Him are 
said to contain “chasms, inconsistencies, and in- 
credibilities” which put “insurmountable diffi- 
|culties in the way of sure knowledge” of what he 
| was, and did, and said. He was “ not unlike others 
in kind, though superior in degree,” and “ could 
never have dreamed of the medieval doctrine of 
|the atonement, could never have expected to be 
|deified, nor have wished to be personally wor- 
|shipped.”” Whatever hesitation there may be in 
some minds to accept these views, the general 
| literary merit of the work will doubtless meet with 
| full recognition. The analysis and discrimination 
|of human character and motive are keen and well 
defined, the illustrations are drawn from the whole 
| field of literature, and the language is rich with 
| rhetorical excellence. One scarcely knows whether 
more to admire the general exposition of the theme, 
or its illustration in the series of thirty-seven 
| portraits which are sketched with such vigor and 
| life-likeness.
